It was 
only after the patrolmen had 
chopped their way into some of 
the buildings and seized a dozer 
snipers with their rifles and 500 
cartridges. that the fighting 
ceased. wt : 

“Although many heads were 
crack: 28 the police charged the 
barricaded negroes. all the rifle 
fire resulted in the‘Injury of only 
one person, Patrolman Emil 
Johnson. driver of a patrol wagon.

TR BECOMING SANER? 
! 


It would appear from the. latest telegrams to .hand”that the 
Labourites at Home are becoming a little more sane and rational 
in their outlook. The Miners’ Execative Committee has just made 

a series of recommendations which bave been approved by the 
Miners’ Federation.. It istrue that these demands are not very 
mild in character, since they embrace the decision to press for 
pationalisation of the mining industry, but what is important to note 
is that an official statement accompanying the recommendations 
“gays it isnot intended at present to use industrial pressure to attain 
‘these ends. In other words/the miners’ organisations have ‘agreed 
on ageneral policy and forthe time being at any rate they intend 
to further it by methods less revolutionary than “direct action.Z) 
it looks es if the “constitutignalists" sre getting increasingly. 
influential ta Labour circles, which, if it be-true,is good news. 
_ Although the recent Labour Conference at Southport supported 
the principleof “direct action,” the Chairman: frankly stated that 
few responsible leaders approved of such a policy, but he did more 
than that—he told the delegates that if they were constitutionalists, 
believiag in political. action, it was both unwise and undemocratic. 
because they failed to get a majority at the polls in the General 
Election, to turn round and demand the substitution of industrial 
_action. As tothe reason why the Labourites did'not get a majority at 
“the polls, he stated that it was because “ tens’of thousands of. Trade 
Unionists and their. wives must haye voted for candidates other 
. than Labour candidates.” That, as a Home paper says, “was no 
over-statement of the case; the numbér of Trade Unionists and 
-their wives who did not vote for Labour candidates must have-been 
counted in millions.
